MEMORANDUM FOR THE CHAIRMAN, SECURITY COMMITTEE, UNITED STATES 
INTELLIGENCE BOARD 


SUBJECT: Possible Target for Hostile Espionage (U) 

1. (C) It is veil known that the East European Communist countries. East 

Germany and the Far Eastern Communist areas are several years behind the 
United States in Automatic Data Processing technology. In order to close 
this technological gap, these countries have initiated, over the past 
several years, a gigantic collection effort against the U.S. and Great 

Britain, using overt, covert and clandestine means to collect this vitally 
needed technology. ^ 


2. (U) The attached Department of State AIRGRAM identifies a proposed 

International Computer Institute which will foster international coordination 
and cooperation in the field of Software Engineering. Eastern European 
Communist countries are being considered for membership in the Institute. 

3 * A C l In Vi ? V ° f the fore eoing it would appear that the proposed Institute 
would be a prime target for major collection activities by the Eastern 

European Communist countries and their efforts con well be expected in this 
area. * 


H. (C) It is recommended that this subject be included as an agenda item 
in order to determine if any action can be taken or is warranted.

on the fact that the initial starting phase could not bo 
launched with strength and efficiency with more than the 
nations that are immediately interested; he noted that the 
starting structure must remain very open and very flexible; 

that it is very_ imnortant , as Mr. DEPAY (Belgium) pointed 
out, to establish a liaison with the structure established by 
the European Community, so that the programmes bo complementary 
oven if the statutes are different. 

The Delegate of WEST CKRKANY, ' backed by tho Dole^ato 
of the UNITED KINGDOM, under! j.ned that the Common Market 
initiative is a very wide-ranging initiative in tho subject 
of computer science, whereas the initiative being, discussed 
hero is restricted to the very particular. subject of software 
engineering. > 

It in necessary only that the later linking of 
these two initiatives be made possible.

The Delegate of tho UNITED STATES underlined that 
thorc* in n draft agreement,- which was prepared by the Division 
of Scientific Affairs of MATO and distributed to the memo err. 
o"r tho planning Cornmittoo by Professor PANDERS ot tho mooting 
of 51st March, 1909. 

Tho CHAIRMAN oointed out that this document had^ 
never boon discussed, that it was premature* to nir.cunn iv at 
the present mooting, and that it night well ^Alcd for later 
.action. At tho moment tho proper action was wo roach an 
agreement on procedural questions. 

Tho Delegate of WEST GERMANY agreed with tho CHAIRMAN. 
The discussion on substantive matters should take place at 
tho next mooting. Tho present discussion should bo on 
procedures. 

2 \/hat form should tho institution take? There aro 

three possibilities: 

• a governmental institution; 
a prfvato institution; , 

a mixed institution.. 

The Secretariat should prepare two documents: 

the first describing the three above .solutions, with^ 
their advantages and their disadvantages with respect to who 
objectives that must bo reached;

The Delegate of ITALY was concerned about the ideal 
dimension of the labor at oi'y and about the size of the work 
force at the central activity, w ith respect to the number of 
sections. DononcUng unon whether there are throe or four 
or twenty sections, the problems of organization of the y 

laboratory v/ill vary. 


The Delegate of the UNITED STATES, supported by 
Mr. FAI.UUET (Franco) believed that one should begin with the 
institutional structure* suggested by tho Planning Committee. 
That structure could then be modified later. It forosav six- 
associated institutes, each in a different country; such a 
number was reasonable, in the opinion of the Delegate of tho 
UNITED STATES. 


The proposed structure included a scientific council 
at the central institute. It would be desirable for the 
participants to discuss the constitution of a temporary 
scientific council for tho purpose of establishing the work 
programme of tho institution, starting from the already 
established programme, which is itself the rosult of tv/o or 
throe years of effort. 

Tho Dclegato of GREECE believes the documents 
propared by tho Planning Committoo should serve as bases for 
further discussion. 

If that is tho case, pointed out tho Dologato of 
GREECE, tho number of scientists working at the central 
institute appeared to him to be slightly large.- 

It would be bettor if this central institute had 
more a role of co-ordination and administration of the work, 
rather than too great a research role; indeed if it were not 
so, all the national scientific potential would then be 
attracted as by a magnet to work at the central institute , to 
the detriment of the national institutes. 

The CHAIRMAN underlined that this question of the 
strength or weakness of tho central nucleus is one of the 
most heavily discussed points of tho project. 

Mr. BLAKE, referring to the document of the Planning 
Committee, pointed cut that the question of the number of 
people foreseen in very important, but that the structure 
prepared by tho Planning Committee is very flexible and can 
be modified from time to time. • 

■In answer to an intervention by the Delegate of the 
UNITED KINGDOM, the Delegate of WEST GERMANY expressed tho 
opinion that the compromise • formula found by tho Planning
